TEL AVIV. — Security forces yes- 
terday searched Tira and nelghbour- 
ing Little Triangle villages after 2 
hand grenade, apparently activated 
by a time fuse, exploded in a Tira- 
Tel Aviv bus, ἃ ahort distance from 
the central bus terminal here. 
Three persons were slightly in- 
jured in the blast. They were 15- 
year-old Avraham Shapiro, of Neve 
Ne'aman: Avraham Rodetzky, 24, of 
Ramat Hakovesh; and Mrs. Dvora 
Esh, of Petah Tikva All three 
received first aid treatment at Ichllov 
Hospital. The two Avranhanis were 
hit by grenade fragments, and Mrs. 
Esh complained of pains In her 
ears as a result of the explosion. 
The driver, Aharon Geller, 33, of 
Ramat Hakovesh, told police that 
he had loaded the bus as usual at 
6.30 am. in Tira, and then took 
his regular route to Tel Aviv — 
through Ramat Hakovesh, Kfar Saba 
and Petah Tikva, picking up and 
discharging passengers along the 
way. When he reached th: bus stop 
do Pekev Perse. cr, ἢ ἢ 
the bus was suddenly v.acked by 
an explosion. The injured begap, 
shouting for help, and the other 
passengers awiftly left the dus, 
fearing that another explosive charge 
might be hidden there. But there 
was no panic. 
Police sappers and security for- 
ces rushed to the scene, and search- 
ed the vehicle. Arab workers aboard 
the bus were taken to the police 
station for interrogation, and other 
passengers were questioned as well. 
The grenade was placed under 
one of the back seats, which was 
blown to bits. On the door of the 
bus, a gaping 30-cm. hole testified 
* to the impact of the blast. A pre- 
liminary search of the bus failed 
to reveal any other hidden explo- 
sives, and the vehicle was taken to 
the police station for a more 
thorough examination.

Neev tells why he 
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decided to talk

FR. David Neev, the man whose 

five-page report to the Minister of 
Finance first raised the Netive! Neft 
issue publicly, believes that the of- 
fair is the worst manifestation of a 
genera! decline in moral standards 
to have come to light in recent 
years. 

“I consciously chose this issue to 
make a fight over because it 15 
intolerable In itself and becauze It 
offers the Government a chazce to 
stop the ror aad reverse the pro- 
gress towards corruption and disho- 
nesty which is spreading tbrough- 
out our gocial and economic life,” 
he said to me on Wednesday. “I 
am not Interested in individuals. 
What I am trying to do ig to 
press the Government to act. 

“We are in a siege situation, and 
‘we can't afford the luxury of cor- 
ruption and the creation of great 
social gaps. It was corruption and 
soctal Fisparity that destroyed the 
Syzantine Empire, and the Romans 
only managed to conquer the Jewish 
State of those days because of the 
internal condition of that state." 

Why did he bring up the Issue 
while others who had information 
ΑΔ rot do so? “Well, a person who 
lived here 30 years ago has some- 
thing with which to compare the 
present. It gives a yardstick," he 
says. 

Dr. Neev's parents came here from 
Russia with the Second Aliya. He 
was born in Jerusaiem in 1923; after 
high-school he spent a period at 
Kibbutz Hamadiya. In 1942 he joined 
the Palmach and served as the in- 
telligence officer of the Negev Erig- 


ade, 
Entry to geology 

While serving in the Palmach he 
acquired a great interest in geo- 
logy, and after the war he went 
to the Hebrew University to study 
the subject. Equipped with his M.Sc. 
he went to work for the oll divi- 
sion of the Geological Survey in 
1953. He later went to the U.S. on 
ἃ United Nations scholarship, and on 
his return completed his studies in 
marine geology, doing his doctoral 
thesis on the geology and limno- 
logy of the Dead Sea. 

In 1961 his friend, Dr. 
Grader, the petroleum commis- 
sioner, was kilied In am accident, 
and Dr, Neev was appointed to the 
post. He says he was an acting 
commissioner only “because I want- 
ed toget backto research a8 soon 
as possible." He left this position 
in 1964 after his plan for reorgani- 
zing oll search in Israel was re- 
jected by a committee appointed by 
Dr. Zvi Dinstein, the official in 
charge of oil at the Treasury. Dr. 
Neev says thar in 1952 the chief

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Beologist of Standford Oll of New 
Jersey came to similar conclusions 
Independently, and reported it to 
the Development Ministry.

ince 1964 Dr. Neev has been 

with the Marine Geology Division of 
the Development Ministry investi- 
Bating the ofl bearing potential of 
the deep basin areas of the eastern 
Mediterranean, The results of his re- 
Search have led him to believe that 
there are especially good prospects 
for finding oil in this region, though 
at a greater water depth than is 
usual today for oll drilling. 

However, his decision to speak 
out about Netivel Neft was not moti- 
vated by any special interest In oil.

Talking of wars brings us to the 
atom bomb, which resses how 
much science controls our life.

people have the power to deprive 
others of their liberty? How 
could millions of people be killed 
by the Germans? 

People must care more about 
their fellowmen. I think that this 
will come gradually. It may be 
an interesting point that in the

and prefers to live in a primitive 
way. So I see the future, not in 
to terms of technology, but of so-

Bweden, taboos are topsy~turvy. 
Other people's attitudes to sex are 
transferred to alcohol, Among 
Swedes is an obsession, 
clouded with prurience and shame. 

As a result, colours 
street life, features in public debate 
and infuses politics. The latest issue 
is a recently published government 
document on what is termed “al- 
eohol policy.” It is devoted to 
juvenile drunkenness and the s0- 
called Pilsner problem. 

Pilmer, in Swedish Melandl, 
Hterally “medium beer” — was first 
allowed into Sweden about six years 
ago. Before that, only two kinds of 
eer were allowed heavy beer, 
sold exclusively by the State-owned 
liquor monopoly; and light beer, ob- 
tained freely in groceries and super- 


The heavy beers have an alcohol 
content of around five per cent, and 
are indubitably intoxicating. ‘The 
light ales, with about one per cent 
of alcohol, require gargantuan con- 
sumption to induce inebriation. 'This 
did not, however, prevent an impres- 
sive uumber of Swedes from ac- 
complishing the task. 

Statistics, as ever misleading, 
suggest that Swedes are notably 
abstemious. They lie 28rd in world 
consumption, with 8.4 pints (9.2 U.S. 
pints) of pure alcohol capita. 
) . France is fitst with 312 


annually. 
pints. But whereas the French drink nile 


evenly and regard drunkenness as 
a social solecism, the Swedes often 
drink in Dionysian bouts and drink 
to get drunk 

. Drunken adolescents 

‘When Pilsner was introduced in 
Sweden, the temperance lobby 
(which is extremely powerful) pre- 
dicted a dire rise in adolescent 
drunkenness. They have beer prov- 
ed right. A common sight in Sweden 
is of teenagers in streets and parks 
and school playgrounds swigging 
Pilsner from a copious supply of 
bottles and tins in carrier bags 
from the local self-service store. 
Train journeys can be quite un- 
Pleasant, with schoolboys deliberate- 
ly getting drunk and empty bottles 
rolling from side to side. 

This sort vf thing is a natural 
reaction to a repressive regime. 
From their earliest years, children 
are bombarded at school, fa tne 
home, and on radio and TV with 
the idea that drinking is sinful. 
Then, with the exceptions mention- 
ed above, the sale of all intoxicat- 
ing liquors is confined to the retail 
branches of the State monopoly — 
the Systembolaget, popularly known 
as “the System.” 

‘The avowed purpose of the Sys- 
tem is to discourage drinking. That 
is why it is Beene.

that it usually requires an effort 
of will to reach them, and they work 
closely with the social welfare au- 
thorities. 

Tf the authorities decide that a 
person is incapable of dealing 
with liquor he is put on 8 blacks 
Uist circulated to every branch in 
the country and debarred from pur- 
chasing. To that end, customers are 
legally required to present identity 
documents when buying something 
to drink. ᾿ 


Any adolescent with a normal 
portion of contrariness wants to 
Teact against such a system.

Cheap enough 

Drinking has always lurked in 
“the background among Swedish 
adolescents. But before Pilsner ap- 
Deared, it was kept in check by 
the System — which rigorously im- 
posed the legal age limit of 18 to 
those they served.

Ὁ. centa per pint — discouraged

France expects

The pro-Israel “L'Aurore” satd 
yesterday: ‘The israel High Court 
will hand down 118 ruling quickly, 
as Israel justice is much speedier 
than French, All jurists consider 
that the High Court will approve 
the extradition decision.” 

The mass-circulation daily “France 
Soir” commented: ‘Nobody consi- 
ders that an Israel court will up- 
hold the argument that Lipsky can- 
not be extradited because the of- 
fences with which he is charged are 
of a ‘political nature.” 


But “Le Monde” commented that, 
although Lipsky would now be able 
to be brought back to France, his 
extradition could still have poHti- 
cal repercussions in Israel.

In dismissing the application, 
the High Court ruled that, had 
the Broadcasting Authority re- 
fused to deal with the applicants 
on the grounds of rac. religion, 
creed or citizenship, it would have 
been able to intervene. As it was, 
the whole matter concerned the 
deletion of one word — not a re- 
fusal to use the entire commercial. 

Justice Etzioni regretted the 
recent trend “to run to the High 
Court on every minor and trivial 
matter, 1 do not believe the Court 
should condone this objectionable 
practice,” he said.

‘PLEASE HELP ME...’ 


SOVIET JEWS WRITE 


TO MEIR AND SHAZAR = 


President Zalman Shazar and 
Prime Minister Golda Meir this 
week received three letters from 
Soviet Jews describing their plight 
and asking that action be taken 
to secure their release. 

Α 23-year-ohi Moscow student, 
Zolotushko Leonid Lazarevich, wrote 
to the President: “On May 13 this 
year, I — a Jew and a student at 
the Philologicel Department of 
Moscow State University -— δί- 
tempted to enter the Netherlands 
Embassy, which nats Israel in 
the U.S.S.R., in order to clarify 


Lagarevich continved that, when 
he entered the. building, two mili- 
tlamen and two Embassy workers 
seized him. “They fell upon me 
with shouts and curses and dragged 


.me into the street,” he wrote. 


He was then taken to a “service 
building not far from the Embas- 
gy,” where ke was interrogated for 
three hours. The KGB man who 
conducted the interrogation warned 
him that on all questions of emi- 
ation he..was to apply only to 
the Soviet. authorities, and told him 
that without an affidavit from rela- 
tives in Israel “you will never get 
there.” nh 

“Ge then began to threaten me 
openly with a mental hospital, 85- 
serting that my desire to go to 
Israel is a clear sign of mental de- 
rangement,” Lazarevich added. 


He concluded his letter: “At the 
present moment, being deprived of 
the possibility of even indirect 
contact with the country that I 
consider my homeland, I am uncer- 
tain, not only of my future, but 
also of my present. I therefore ask 
you to take an interest In my 
fate,” 

Mrs, Meir received two letters, 
one from Raya Zinman of Vilna, 
and another from Valantina Pros- 
kova of Moscow. 

Mrs. Zinman wrote thet, “in the 
Second World War, my entire fami- 
ly was killed. The only relatives I 
have left, my husband and daugh- 
ter, are in Israel. I, an old wo- 
man, have been left here alone... 
please help me.” 

Mrs. Proskova addressed her let- 
ter to “the Prime Minister of the 
country of which I have been 
dreaming ever since I can remem- 
ber...” 

She said that for years she has 
been fighting the authorities in or- 
der to obtain an exit permit. “They 
first expelled πιὸ from the univer- 
sity, then kicked me out of my 
job. Finally I was imprisoned for 
18 months for writing two books 
about the life of the Soviet Jew- 
ish community. But they have not 
broken my spirit. 

“Some 11,000 kilometres separate 
Moscow from Jerusalem, but no 
power in the world will be able to 
keep the Jewish People divided,” 
she declared.
